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HE lat MERCATOR led things back 
of Courfe to that fhameful Paper, to give 
it no worfe a Title, called, The SCHEME; 
the thing it felf can by no means be worth 
fo much Notice; ‘but the weight put upon 

it by thofe People, who handed it atout as an Authen- 
tick Proof of the finallnefs of our Trade to France, 
makes the {peaking fo often of it become neceffiry. 


The Charge of Falfity, which was laid upon it in 
this Paper, has been anfwered no otherwife, but by 
the old way which was formerly faid to be practifed 
againft Bellarmine ; and that even this too may be ef- 
fcectually. Silenced, the following Paper, prefented to 
the Houfe of Lords by the Commiffioners of the Cu- 
fioms, is added to what has been faid before, and, it is 
hoped, may be fufficient. 


The modefly of the Commifioners, in taking fo little

I bat the Omiffions on one Side, and 
the Additions to the other, are fo great in this Paper, 
that if things are juftly Eftimatedon both Sides, and 
the Export of the our-Ports added, as they ought 
to. be, the French Trade will appear, even in THAT 
very Year, to be very much to the Advantage of Eng- 
lah as wil! be more particularly Explain’, and prov’d 
hereafter. Mean time, the fol'owing Report may put 
all the Patrons of the SCHEME to Silence, unlefs they 
can dete&t the faid Report of being Falfe, which they 
will not be able to do.

miffioners of the Cufioms have faid, in their Report - 


above, that the Computation made by the SCHEME, 
ondon and the out-Ports, is not 
juft, (viz.)«Dhat One third is fufficient to Rate for the 


out-Ports,*and Two thirds for the Port of London ; 


and the Commiffioners add, that the quantities of {e- 
veral Woollen Manufa&tures Exported to France, were 
much greater in thofe Years from the out-Pofts, than 


from the Port of London. 


That this is true, may be neceflary to prove; ani.to 
that End, the Exportations of feveral forts of Goods 
to France, in the Years 1686-7, and 1087-8 as well 
Woollen Manufactures, as others, are brought in here, 
by way of Teftimony, to what the Cothntiioners have 
faid ; the quantities whereof, both in the Port of Lon- 
don, and the out-Ports, as it is drawn out of the Ac- 
counts of the Cufiom-Houfe, laid before the Houfe of 
Commons ; are as follows,
